Finally, I ask that during the time 
hereafter to be specified as marking the sixty day period of the claeeification, all 
citizens give attention to the task in hand in order that the process may proceed to 
a conclusion with swiftness and yet with even and considerate justice to all.

FROM THE PRESroENT'S PROCLAMATION OF AUGUST 31, 
1918, CALLING FOR THE THIRD REGISTRATION. 



"By the men of the older group now called upon, the opportunity now opened to 
them will be accepted with the calm resolution of those who realize to the full the 
deep and solemn significance of what they do. Having made a place for themselves 
in their respective communities, having assumed at home the graver responsibilities 
of life in many spheres, looking back upon honorable records in civil and industrial 
life, they will realize as perhaps no others could, how entirely their own fortunes 
and the fortunes of all whom they love are put at stake in this war for right, and will 
know that the very records they have made render this new duty the commanding 
duty of their lives. They know how surely this is the Nation's war, how imperatively 
it demands the mobilization and massing of all our resources of every kind. They 
will regard this call as the supreme call of their day and will answer it accordingly. 

"Only a portion of those who register will be called upon to bear arms. Those 
who are not physically fit will be excused; those exempted by alien allegiance; those 
who should not be relieved of their present responsibilities; above all, those who 
can not be spared from the civil and industrial t^sks at home upon which the success 
of our armies depends as much as upon the fighting at the front. But all must be ro- 
istered in order that the selection for military service may be made intelligently 
and with full information. This will be our final demonstration of loyalty, democracy, 
and the will to win, our solemn notice to all the world that we stand absolutely together 
in a conmion resolution and purpose. It is the call to duty to which every true man 
in the country will respond with pride and with the consciousness that in doing so 
he plays his part in vindication of a great cause at whose smnmons every true heart 
offers its supreme service. "

resolutions and acts amendatory thereof, the President of the United States prescribes 
the following Rules and Regulations (in this the second edition of the Selective Sendee 
Regulations) and directs that they be published for the government of all concerned, 
and that they be strictly observed.

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Seetioii 34. Organization and Proeediiral Rules of District 
Boards. 

The District Board shall consist of at least five members, who 
shall select one of its members as chairman and another as secretary. 

The members of each District Board shall take the oath prescribed 
by section 14. 

For clerical organization of District Boards, see section 43. 

A majority of each District Board shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business, and a majority of those present at any 
meeting may decide any question before such board for decision. 

The chairman or acting chairman shall vote on eveiy claim for 

exemption or deferred classification, whether his vote be necessary to 

decide a tie or not. Every question upon the allowance of a claim 

for exemption or deferred classification, whether upon appeal or 

 otherwise, shall be put in the following manner : 

ShaH the claim for exemption or deferred cliis«ificatlon be allowed? 

and upon a tie vote the claim shall be disallowed. 
f A District Board may act through conunittecs of members of the 
I board, but all decisions of the committees sliall be submitted to a 

majority of the board, and, if approved by the board, they shall have

District Boards may make rules of procedure not inconsistent with 
the Selective Service Law or with these Regulations. 

Section 35. Jurisdiction of District Itoards in cases where a 
Local Board has original jurisdiction. 

Each District Board shall have appellate jurisdiction, as defined 
I in section 4 of the Selective Service Law, to review the final decision 
of any Local Board having original jurisdiction of a case, and to 
affirm, modify, or reverse the same, provided there has been filed with 
the Local Board a claim of ai)peal as proviiled in section 101^ hereof. 

The decision of a District Board on any (juestion reviewed by 
it on appeal from any Local Board within its jurisdiction shall be 
final, except as provided in sections '20 and 111 of these regulations. 

Section 36. Exclusive Original Jurisdiction of District Boards. 

District Boards shall have exclusive 'original jurisdiction to hear 
and determine all questions or claims for deferied classificati(m by 
or in respect of " persons engaged in industries, occupations, or 
employments, including agricuiturck found to be necessary to the 
mamtenance of the Military Establishment or tlie effective operation 
of the military forces or the maintenance of national interests (hiring 
the emergency. 

Claims for deferred classification on tlie ground that the regis- 
trant is enfi^ged in an industry, occupation, or eniploynient, includ- 
ing agriculture, together with supporting aflidavit evi<lence, must 
be filed with the Questionnaire of the re^iistrant with the Ix)cal 
Board; but the District Board may, in its discretion, receive from 
or call upon registrants or other persons for such additional evidence 
as it may desire, in respect of a particular claim for deferred classi-

to organize an Advisory Board with a complete personnel of 
qualined specialists it is not expected that the Advisory Board 
wiU be able to carry out the complete directions for the physical 
examination of those registrants who recjuire it. In tins emer- 
gency the Medical Aide to the Governor, with the hitter's authori- 
zation, should make provision, if possible, for the re^ristrant to 
be examined by competent specialists who may not be niiMiihers 
of Advisory Boards. The Advisory Board should, whenever 
practicable, eiuimine registrants at tlie establislied headquarters 
of the Board, which by preference should be a general hospital.

There have been provided in the various counties, cities, and other 
localities throughout the United States, Legal Advisory Boards,

\ng of capable lawyei's and laymen, to be present at all times during 
wBich Local Boards are open for the transaction of business, either 
at the headquarters of Local Boards or at some other convenient 
place or places, for the purpose of advising registrants of the true 
meaning and intent of the Selective Service I^aw ami of tliose Kegu- 
lations, and of assisting registrants to make full and truthful answers 
to tlie Questionnaire, and to aid generally in the just administration 
of said Law and Regulations. 

Kote L — ^Legal Advisory Boards have no authority to advise 
Local or District Boards, concerning interpretation, construction, 
or application of the Selective Service Law or the Eegulations 
issued thereunder. The primary duties of such boards are to 
advifie and aid registrants in making proper and truthful an- 
swers to questions and securing such supi)oii:ing affidavits as 
may be required in particular .classes of cases. Local Boards 
must apply to Adjutants (leneral for advice and interi>retations 
under Section 25. The foregouig is not intended to prevent 
Legal Advisory Boards from assisting Local Boards in every 
possible manner, but their advice or interpretation is not bind- 
ing upon Local Boards. (Telegram A-037, Dec. 11, 11)17.) 

Jfote 3. — ^AU Legal Advisory Boards and all associate nieui- 
l>ers should enter upon the left-hand margin of front page of 
Questionnaire of registrants to whom they give advi( e or assist- 
ance the following "'aid given by me" and sign name of mem- 
ber followed by words '" pei*manent member " or '" associate 
meml>er" I^egal Advisory Board as the case may be. (Telegram

PART III. 

REGISTKATION. 

Beetton 53. Persons snbjeet to regifltration. 

All male persons who on September 12, 1918, had attained thoir 
eighteenth birthday and had not attained their forty-sixth birthday 
ire subject to registration. The only exceptions are: 

(a) Persons who, prior to September 12, 1018, have registered 
under the terms of the act approved May 18, 1917, or under the terms 
■f the public resolution of Congress approved May 20, 1918,.whether 
idled for ^gervioe or not ; 

(ft) Officers and enlisted men of the Regular Arm^-: officers com- 
Bissioned in the Army of the United States, and men of the forces 
drifted, under the provisions of tlie act approved May 18, 1917; 
^cers and enlisted men of the Naticmal Guaid while in the service 
rfthe United States; and the officers of the Officois' Ileserve (yorps 
tnd enlisted men in the Enlisted Reserve Corps while in the stuvico 
of the United States; 

(e) Officei*s and enlisted men of the Xavy and Marine Coips and 
officers and enlisted and enrolled men of the Naval Resnvc Forc(^ and 
Marine Corps Reserve while in the service of th(» I'nited States; and 

(d) Diplomatic itipresentatives, technical attaches of f()rei<rn em- 
fctssies and legations, con^:uls pfeneral, consuls, vice c(wisnls and con- 
nikir agents of foreign countries, residing in the IJnite<l States who 
iie uot citizens of tin* United States. 

Persons not subject to registration solely on account of being in the 
military or naval service of the United States, as defined in subpara- 
graphs (b) and (c) hereof, become subject to registration and nre 
iwjiiired to register immediately upon leaving such military or luival 
service. 

Citizens of the United States or persons who have declared their 
intention to become citizens of the T^nited States who ilo not register 
onacxrount of absence from the territorial limits of the UnikMl States 
«re required to register within five days after their retnrn to the 
United States. 

An alien who enters the United States for the first time after 
September 12, 1918, is not subject to n^gi.^tration, unless he dc^clnres 
his intention to become a citizen of the United States, or unless a later 
proclamation of the President requires persons of his age to register. 

Seetion 54. How registration is acconiplislied other than on 
Begiatration Day. 

Every person who registei's on or after September 12, 1018, pur- 
suant to provisions of the proclanuition by the T^resident of Au<rust 
M, 1918, shall be considered as a registrant of the "' class of Septem- 
^, 1918,^ irrespective of the date on which he was lecjuiretl to reg- 
iflter.

Upon the appearance of a deserter before a Local Board, 
whether voluntary or under arrest, the procedure shall, in all 
cases, be as follows : 

V. The Local Board shall first inquire whether the failure to 
report, or otherwise perform any duty descriln^d in ]»ara^raph I 
aboTe, was with or without intent to evade military service. It 
shall thereupon cause him to }h^ physically examined, unless a 
recent record of his physical examination is already in the pos- 
session of his Local Board. 

(a) Default wilful: Registrant qualifled for general military 
service. — If the Local Board linds that the rejj^islrant failed to re- 
port or otherwise perform any duty described in ])ar:i*>:rrtph I above, 
with intent to evade military .service, and that he is pliysically qujili- 
fiwl for general military service ((trouj) A), it shall make ami deliver 
to a police official or guard one copy of physical examination record 
(FoiTu 1010, p. 227) and a certificate (Form 1021, sec. 2i^**, p. 212) to 
the effect that the desertion was ^^ilful, to which shall be attached a 
fetter stating the facts of desertion and ai)prehension,if apprehended, 
and shall direct such police oilicial or «j:uard to deliver tlie deserter to 
the nearest Army camp, post, or station. 

Beward. — (1) If such deserter has voluntarily appeare<l before 
the Local Board, or has been ])ron^lit before it by a person j^robibited 
from collecting a reward (see VI (a), i)ost, p. 107), the Locnl Board 
shall make proper arrangements for his delivery to the nearest Army 
<*anip, post, or station as a deserter, hut no reward shall he paid. 
The person delivering such deserter shall be entitled to nctnal and 
n(*cessary expenses only, plus such reasonable compensation ns may 
be pi'escribed by the l-rocal Board and npproved by the Comnumding 
Officer of the camp to which the deserter is delivered, the total not 
to exceed $50 per man. 

(2) In all cases, the person delivering a wilful deserter (except a 
person prohibited from collecting a revxard, see VI (a), post, p. 107) 
is entitled to collect a reward of $50. In either case Local Boards 
shall issue Form 1021 (sec. 293, p. 242). but shall recommend thei-ecm 
whether the entire reward of $50 or reimbursement of expenses 
should be paid.

(I) Default wilful — Registrant qualifled for special or lim- 
«ed military service only. — If the Local Board ftwvie^ 1\\vjA, \\\^ \<^^^ 
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graph V above, it shall forthwith notify the Adjutiint General of 
the State having jurisdiction over the registrant (who in turn shall 
notify the LocalBoard of Origin if it he other than (he Local Board 
which disposed of the case) and the Provo.st Marslial (leneral of the 
action taken, using Forms lOiil A and IJ (sec. ^IC, p. 305).

mote 1. — ^It is the announced policy of the Dei)artment of Jus- 
tice to prosecute vigorou>ly all (;l»t^tiiiate wilful deserters wlio 
can not be forwarded to mobilization cauips uuch^r amended sec- 
tion 140, S. S. R., by reason of ])hysicjd disability. AV'hero 
Local Boards are of the opinion that the offense of wailful deser- 
ters who are physically discpuilified is so flagrant as to demand 
funishment, they will call the case to the attention of the nearest 
Fnited States district attorney. If such attorney refu:^(.s to 
prosecute, the Provost Marshal neneral's odlce should bt? advised, 
through the State Adjutant General, in order that the matter 
may be taken up with the Department of Justice and the district 
attorney properly instructed. (Circular letter, Aug. 13, 1913.) 

B. TRANSFERRFD CASES. 
Section 141. Transfer of physical examination. 

A registrant who is so far distant from his home when called to 
report to his Local Board for physical examination or v^lu-u his 
physical examination is so imminent as to malc(' i< a hardship for him 
to report may, at his own expoise. request of his Tjocal IJoard, by 
mail or telegram, permission to bo exan>ined by the Local Uoard 
to which he is nearest (naming it). lj)on receipt of such a re<[uest 
the Local Board of origin shall miul to tlie registrant an order to re- 
port to such Local Board of transfer for physical examination 
(using Form 1022, p. 243, but making the necessary correctWm 
thereon) and to the Local Board of transfer a request that he be so 
examined (using Form 1022A, p. 244). Thereu])on the Local Board 
of transfer shall physically examine the registrant, and thereafter 
the procedure in regard to the registrant (so far as relates to physical 
examination) whose physical examination hwH so been transferred 
shall be the same as if he were originally a registrant of the J^ocal 
Board of transfer. After all such proce<lure is c<)mpleted the Local 
Board of transfer shall return to tlie Local Board of origin all three 
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age, both inclusive, shall be suspended for a period of 30 days after 
the date of registration. 

Involuntary induction of any such registrant shall not by virtue 
of the provisions of this section be suspended beyond the date^ above 
named applicable to such registrant, but thereafter such registrant 
shall become subject to military service and entitled to exemption 
and discharge therefrom under the laws and regulations from time 
to time in force in the United States in the same manner as j^ citizen 
of the United States. No claim for exemption or deferred classifica- 
tion on the ground of alienage shall be entertained or granted in 
respect of any such registrant. The previous classification of any 
such registrant in Class V on the ground of alienage shall be can- 
celed. He shall thereafter have the right to have his case reopened 
and to file a claim for deferred classification and proof in support 
thereof within a reasonable time and shall be reclassified in the same 
maimer as a citizen of the United States. 

Provided^ That the provisions of this section shall not apply to 
any such registrant who, before proceeding to the United States, was 
ordinarily resident in a place in the British Dominions where the 
law does not impose compulsory military service. The only portions 
of the British Dominions in which the law now imposes compulsory 
military service are England, Scotland, AVales, Canada, Newfound- 
land, Xew Zealand, Jamaica, and Grenada.
